Here is the summary report for the 20 meter QRP test beacon which ran on 
Easter Sunday - March 30, 1997 


Sorry for the delay in getting this report out. I had to leave for out 
of town business 2 days after the beacon and was away for 2 weeks.. and 
things have been pretty crazy at work since I got back... 


BEACON DESCRIPTION 


This beacon test made use of the same automatic power sequencer used in the 
previous beacon sessions. This sequencer permits the transmitter to be set 
at up to 6 different power levels. Custom software which drives it simply 
does the following: 


DO FOREVER 
READ THE TIME OF DAY 
SELECT AND SET THE TX POWER LEVEL (based on minutes past the hour) 
CONSTRUCT AND SEND CW MESSAGE FOR THE SELECTED POWER LEVEL 

END 


That's about all there is to it. The power controller has 5 relays which 
select one of 5 pots used to set 5 different power levels. The 6th power 
level is produced with with all 5 relays off (uses internal TX pot). 

Very "low tech" but effective. 


The controlling computer is a home-built Motorola 6800 system that I 
designed and built back in 1979 (pre-PC days). The software is written 
in 6800 assembly language. It includes provisions for keying the 
transmitter at each power level for calibration, setting the power level 
and code word messages for each level, and setting the CW sending speed. 


COMMENTS 


Band conditions must have been pretty bad. The A index was 16 according 
to one report which is not good. This probably did not help matters as 


nobody reported hearing less than 20 mW. Seemed that most of the report 
were either 2 Watts or 20 mW. I was surprised that nobody broke the 100,000 
mile/watt level when we had several 2-3-4 million miles/watt reports on 80 
and 40 meters in the past. I think the combination of poor conditions and 
it being Easter Sunday added to the low turnout. 


But as expected, there were no reports much closer than 600 miles. Many 
in the 1700-2000 mile range and one 3500 mile report from Europe! 


Beacon "regular" Joel, WA1QVM who regularly could hear the 100 microwatts 
in Concord MA on 80 and 40 reported no trace of the beacon at the several 
times he listened. Also had a report of no copy from W2GUM, Tony, in 
Melbourne, FL but I suspect that this may have been a case of bad timing 
since I would expect the signal to be heard at that distance if the band 
was "open". But then again, Tony was almost directly off the side of the 
antenna. 


All in all, from the comments in the reports, I got the impression that 
even the 2 watt beacon was rough copy at many locations. Many reports 
of noisy conditions. 


All in all received only 16 reports (including 2 reports of no copy, and one 
that did not include a codeword). The 13 complete reports were from 9 states 
and 2 countries; VE7 and Germany. 


AL AZ CO GA LA MO MT NM TX + VEZ DJ3 


Once again there was a wide representation of rigs and antennas. I would 
like to come up with an orderly way to report more detailed information but 
if there are a decent volume of reports, it is difficult to present the 
information in a clear that is easy to read, and it quickly get out of hand. 
I will try to extract highlights of comments from the reports and include 
station descriptions from some of the lower power level reports.. as time 
permits. 


I keep all of the e-mail received for each beacon in separate mail folders 
and if anyone ever wants to review all of the reports in detail, I can 
forward a copy of the complete e-mail folder to you. 


CERTIFICATES and QSL CARDS 


Certificates confirming reception of your lowest power level codeword 
received will be available. Jerry, W4UK (ex W4UKU) has once again offered 
to print them. Due to the relatively small turnout, certificates will be 


available following the next beacon. 
Reminder: Anyone who either requested a certificate from a previous beacon 
and never received it, or who did not request one but would like one, just 


drop me some e-mail and we can print one for you. Just send your name/call 
and the date of the beacon. 


FUTURE BEACONS 


I hope to do at least 2 more beacons this spring but work is keeping me 
pretty busy and I am never quite sure when I will be around. I am going 
to try for something over the weekend of May 3-4 


At a minimum I expect to be running a full-weekend 20 meter beacon, probably 
towards late May but would also like to squeeze in something else if my 
weekend schedule allow it.

Well, its been grueling. Both the tick keyer and 5 watt mods are in. Getting 
about 5 watts out and varified a clean output from a local station so the 
transmit side is done and the keyer is working just fine. 


Most of my problems now have been centered around T1, I think. Anyway, I have 
rewound that transformer so many times I ran out of the supplied wire. Of 
course what I have on hand is about a size larger and a size smaller wire. 
Couldn't get enough turns on the torrid with the larger so went to the 
smaller. So far I have removed 3 turns checking the radio each time. 


Where I am at now is as follows: 
Still no 2 peaks, stations same audio strength on both sides of null. 
Keyer sidetone clearing up. 
Keyer programming tones way down at 17 turns from when the coil was at 18 
turns. 
Audio is way down with RF gain full up. 


The audio is really down but sounds clean. I can hear a lot of stations 
working way back in there and occasionally one signal will be loud enough to 
listen to comfortably. 


Checked the audio in and out (pins 2 and 1) with a scope and the amp seems to 
be working. Noise going in, lotsof audio coming out - gain wise. Shorting R24 
helps a little. 


I am going to pull another turn off the coil, still looking for for the twin 
peaks but more concerned with the audio. Have I got two problems here or will 
fixing T1 clear up the audio?

I've noticed the same thing, some models are quieter, I wonder if the older 
ones are quieter because the springs are no longer so stiff- I think the 
shutter speed is determined by delay between first & second shutter firing, 
as opposed to speed at which the blades travel. 


I will try to take one of mine apart as well (probably my worst one...) and 
see if there's a way to soften it. Thanks to Tim Schultz who explained 
about the rubber dampers on the Minox springs, I've only taken my Minox apart 


once, but not touched the spring area at all. The Minolta I've had apart several 
times, and am not intimidated by it. (No one should be...) let's see how 
creative our list is with this problem. John, please let us know how you 

fare. 


Also, it would seem to me that one could adjust the lens mount slightly to 
move the optimal focus out from 8ft to maybe 11ft like the other Minolta-16p,s 
This may make it more versatile, but also screw up the ranges of the closeup 
and distance lenses... By the way, the Kiev 303 was much noiser than any of 
the Minoltas. (More sheet metal to echo the sound I think.)

On the 38S, I may have the output filtering not quite right. The 
next one will have the "optimum" values. The IRF510 may be 
questionable as well. 


But, I'm not so worried about that. 


I'm using an OHR WM-2, which is pretty accurate, so I'm told.

Sometimes we forget that the power is a xsquarex function of voltage. So if 
the transmitter is rated at 5 watts out @ 13.8 volts supply, going down to 12 
volts results in: 


Power out = (12/13.8)%2 * 5 = 3.78 watts 


If you really use a 12 volt supply most all of the time, it should be 
possible to change the design of the output filter to transform the 50 Ohm 
antenna load down somewhat from its 13.8 v design point. Right now the 
output transistor probably "sees" about 19 Ohms [13.842/2/5]. This must be 
reduced to about 14.5 ohms if you want 5 watts out with a 12 volt supply. 
How you do this depends on the actual filter configuration---pi/tee, number 
of sections, balun, etc. 


Incidentally, these same rules apply when trying to soup up your power with a 
hotter output transistor. If you already have enough drive to the final 
(probably the case), you've got to change the output filter "turns ratio" to 
get more power.
